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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-4 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to show or teach a zone formed in the neck cavity adjacent to an open bottom in 
the neck cavity wherein the light transmissive jacket of the light source is positioned in 
the open bottom, as claimed.
